BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF TEXAS:

SECTION 1. Section 504.635(b), Transportation Code, is
amended to read as follows:

(b) After deduction of the department's administrative
costs, the remainder of the fee shall be deposited to the credit of
the E1 Paso Mission Restoration account in the state treasury.
Money in the account may be used only by the Texas Historical
Commission in making grants [fte—the—Secoxrxro—Mission—Restoration
Effeoxt] to be wused for the purpose of the preservation and
rehabilitation of the Socorro, San Elizario, and Ysleta Missions
[Missien].

SECTION 2. This Act takes effect September 1, 2013.
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
